The Women's Union has come a 
long way since those days back in 
the early 1000's when it was known 
as the R.V.C. Undergraduates Soc- 
iety. Behind it is a long tradition 
for organization and leadership 
among the women student of Mc- 
Gill. 

I believe in carrying on in that 
tradition, and in building on the 
past. 

Now, before I give you my plans, 
I want to say this. 1 believe in mak- 
ing promises, promises that can be 
kept, and I believe In keiping 
them.

In presenting my platform I do 
not aim to make hollow promises 
and present radical reforms, as the 
Women's Union is founded upon 
the traditions and experiences of 
past years. It is an organization 
which has developed through the 
ycar3, to which each President, 
each executive, and in fact each 
Indent has contributed. Its tradi- 
tions arc sound and as such must 
be respected. If elected I merely 
intend to fortify some of its aspects 
and to give it a sound administra- 
tion. I should aim to think of the 
Women's Union not only in terms 
of its activity for one year, but 
with an eye to the future which 
lies ahead of us, in an effort to 
continue the work which has al- 
ready been done in making the Wo- 
men's Union a vital organization 
on the campus.

I would like to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the drapes have 
already been bought and with this 
year's budget allowing $200 for im- 
provements, I should like to con- 
tinue this work in making it a com- 
fortable lounge for women students.

The power-packed Navy squad, capitalizing on every oppor- 
tunity, crushed a fighting Red and While team 27-5 to capture 
their first Q.R.F.U. crown on Saturday nt Molson Stadium. The 
doughty Donnaconians, playing a somewhat dirty panic, used 
their Advantage in weight to crush everything but the life out of 
the Kcrr-coachcd collegians in the first half, and then proceeded 
to pile up a high score as the tiring Itctlmen failed to hold the 
bucking bronco; of the Navy back field.

The game was marked by crowd- 
pleasing, wide-open play which 
brought thrill upon thrill to the 
5,500 spectators. With beautiful In- 
dian Summer weather prevailing, 
both teams opened up with long 
end runs and forward passes how- 
ever a big difference was on the 
line where the Redmon were rarely 
able to break through the Tars 
backfield while the heavier Sailors 
frequently crashed through their 
opponents' line to smear the Col- 
legian who was attempting to throw 
a pass a kick. 

Tars Score 

The Senior Service stars opened 
the scoring 5 minutes after the 
opening whistle when a Hurley to 
Davey to Barclay pass clicked for 
a 40 yard touchdown however the 
convert hit the goal post. A few 
minutes later the McGill fans were 
greatly disappointed when the re- 
feree called back a play in which 
Dixon Intercepted a short pass and 
outraccd 3 Sailors to the Navy 
goal line. 

Secnud Quarter 
Jack Wedlio increased the Tars' 
lend in the early minutes of the 
second quarter by blocking one of 
Ballon's kicks, picking the pigskin 



up and running 45 yards for a 
major score. The Collegians came 
back fighting and after Davey had 
advanced the ball to the Mountain 
Street squad's 30 on 2 nice plunges. 
Hewgill caught a pass from Quinn 
and ran to the Sailors' 3 yard line 
from where Darcy Quinn pushed 
his way through the Navy hue to 
score McGill's only touchdown. The 
attempted convert failed and the 
half ended with the Tars leading 
10 to 5. 

The Rcdmcn couldn't gel going in 
the second half however and a 20 
yard pass from Davey to Hurley re- 
sulted in the latter crossing for a 
touch; Davey followed up with a 
convert and Navy led 16-5. 

The teams had hardly changed 
sides for the fourth quarter when 
"Bucko" McLcod broke through for 
a 20 yard run to the Red and 
White's end zone; again Davey 
kicked the convert successfully. 
Roy Kirbyson then did a one man 
act to complete the day's scoring 
by following up a 25 yard end run 
with a ten yard plunge to give the 
Sailors a 27-5 lead.

Students who fall in any 
of these categories are asked to 
sign their names diagonally across 
the cards, it being unnecessary to 
give all the Information otherwise 
required.

The cultural committee of the 
Hillcl Organization announced last 
night that Hebrew classes and study 
groups will commence as soon as 
registration for them has been 
completed. 

"Students will be notified as to 
the days and hours of their meet- 
ings, when a time-table has been 
drawn up which coincides with the 
times requested by the largest 
number of students on the registra- 
tion forms which have been previ- 
ously sent to them," continued the 
announcement. "The deadline for 
registration Is Nov. 9. Registration 
is open to all students and those 
who have not received forms may, 
if they wish, request theirs by mail, 
or obtain one at the Hillcl office, 
1443 Stanley street." 

"There are Hebrew classes open 
to beginners as well as to advanced 
students," announced the commit- 



tee, "and the various study groups 
include such subjects as Jewish 
history, leadership and group work 
and social problems." Also among 
study group topics arc Jewish cus- 
toms and ceremonies, comparative 
religion and Yiddish. 

Various community leaders and 
prominent speakers from the Unit- 
ed States and Canada will be in- 
vited to preside at discussion 
groups, and a lecture series will In- 
clude current and post war prob- 
lems. Documentary films will be 
shown from time to time. "Sugges- 
tions as to further cultural activ- 
ities will be welcomed," stated the 
chairman. 

For the present, Rabbi Kahn will 
instruct all classes, which will meet 
weekly. The committee furthot 
stated that classes for which there 
is sufficient demand will be or- 
ganized to supplement the present 
program. 
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An Item of Supply 



The Scheldt estuary is not yet entirely in 
the hands of our forces. Until it is, the Allied 
armies will not receive in sufficient quan 
titles the supplies which arc necessary for the 
invasion of Germany. 

For the sweep across France, the prefab- 
ricated ports set up on the coast of Nor- 
mandy were barely enough. They were enough 
because of the amazing competence of the 
Allied logistics; because by night and day 
trucks and airplanes sped across northern 
France from these ports behind the eastward- 
rolling troops; because the lashing, encircling 
tactics of Eisenhower's generals made the ex 
pensive flying of gasoline worthwhile. 

Now our troops arc massed along the bor 
ders of Germany. They arc already hammer 
ing at invasion points, but they will not be 
able to unleash the full might of the offen- 
sive which must end the war in Europe until 
they have piled up fuel, shells, repair parts, 
and all the other necessities which keep a 19-14 
army going. They cannot move into the ene- 
my's homeland until they have assured them- 
selves a continued and direct supply system, 
one which will not use up fifty gallons of 
high-octane aviation gasoline for every 100 
gallons of ordinary motor fuel for tanks. 

Such a short supply line will be assured 
when the port of Antwerp and all its approaches 
arc free of the enemy and ready to be used. 
Then the Allied build-up, according to all 
indications, can explode with a "hell of a 
bang", in the words of a British Second Army 
staff officer. 

If our casualties have been high so far, 
the offensive headed into Germany will in- 
crease them immeasurably. The Nazis can be 
expected to fight stubbornly for their own 
territory. They have nothing to lose, and pre- 
cious time to gain. They can be counted on 
to use all possible methods to keep all Ger- 
man soldiers in the fight. 

As our soldiers and airmen move in on a 
determined enemy, they will be equally de- 
termined to let nothing stop them short of 
complète victory. That determination will cost 
countless thousands of them the supreme 
sacrifice; countless tens of thousands will 
sustain severe injuries. And as these severe 
injuries are often followed by the phenomenon 
known as "shock", usually fatal, the supply 
departments must, along with food, locomo- 
tives, ammunition, field kitchens, and cigarets, 
provido for the medical officers' use the one 
personal contribution which only the home- 
front can make — dried serum. 

A war can be fought without this serum, 
and military strategy will be the same with- 
out it. The mighty offensive being mounted 
will be unleashed come what may, whether or 
not the plasma is there to pull many of our 
wounded men from a battlefield grave. The 
approaches to Antwerp will be won, in order 
that the invasion of Cjermany may proceed 
without delay, even though among the many 
items of supply one is missing— the blood of 
our fighting men's fellow-citizens. 

Medical science has not changed the funda- 
mentals of warfare. But it has mado an item 
of supply and it has established a criterion 
of participation in the battle of Germany. Our 
direct and personal share in this battle is not 
facing the guns, grenades, dangerous days and 
nights fighting for supply-ports, rooting out 
enemy pockets of resistance. It is merely 
spending a lazy 45 minutes to give 4/5 of a 
pint of blood to give a wounded, battle- 
weary soldier a good chance to live. ,

Reconstruction Days 
Will Bring Problems 

. President Kenneth Irving Brown, 
of Dcnison University 

Our government is generously planning to back 
the veteran for a year of educational experience- 
not all, of course, but those who want it and can 
take it. And the veteran's smile, especially as 
election approaches, is a heart-warming smile. 

Here are some of the questions bound to rise on 
the American campus of reconstruction days. Many 
a veteran who has not finished high school will 
come knocking at the college gates. Shall he be 
admitted contrary to the conventional ruling? Shall 
he be forced to make up the work which he is 
lacking from the high-school curriculum? Many a 
veteran will return vocational-minded. He will 
want a job, the best one in his power to carry, 
and he will want immediate training for that im- 
mediate job. There are vocational schools and 
training institutes for these purposes, but without 
any doubt the pressure on the liberal arts college 
to offer a larger vocational curriculum will be 
enormous. 

Moreover, the orthodox pace of the college is 
not rapid. With the .geologist's sense of time, the 
educator does not move quickly — a year to a 
course, thirty hours to a major,- four years to a 
diploma. But the veteran will be in a hurry. He 
Is racing against lost time. He will want short 
cuts and quick courses. Too, he will be, In all 
probability, impatient with the theoretical, the 
historical, the analytical. Such courses as he is 
having in the service are largely courses In speci- 
fic skills— two days of intensive training for mas- 
tering the fifty-calibre, anti-aircraft gun. Such 
courses do not burden him with the history of 
gunnery, going back to that uncertain date when 
gunpowder was first used. "Leave out the theory, 
prof, and come on to today's business." 

The campus of reconstruction days will make 
new demands for freshened and rcinvigorated 
teaching. Moreover, that campus will most suc- 
ceed which is most wisely equipped to do the best 
and most thorough job in human counselling. For 
counselling will bo an absolute necessity, not only 
for the soldier and sailor attempting to readjust 
himself to civilian life, but for the high-school 
senior facing a quite different day than that for 
which his older brother prepared himself. Wise 
teaching in the classroom alone will nyt be enough.

AT LOEWS 
Adapted from the book by Pearl 
S. Buck, Dragon Seed, currently at 
the Loew's, is a masterpiece of mo- 
tion picture production. Starring 
Katherine Hepburn, tho film has n 
strong supporting cast, most of 
whom turn In excellent jobs. But 
the orchids are definitely In order 
for Walter Huston and Aline Mac- 
Mahon, who are superb in the roles 
of Ling Tan and his wife. These 
two steal most of the scenes they 
arc In, and create real human be- 
ings out of the charncters they por- 
tray. 

The story is mainly concerned 
with the struggle of the Chinese 
against the aggressors, the Japa- 
nese, who arc shown in their true 
bestial light. Starting with the 
peaceful valley wherein live Ling 
Tan and his family, the film takes 
us through the various phases of 
resistance, once the invaders have 
reached the village. First passive, 
then fighting, active resistance, and 
finally the scorched earth policy, 
which is the hardest for the land- 
loving farmers to do ore vividly 
portrayed. 

Intertwined with this plot are the 
moving, simple love stories of Lao 
Er (Turhan Boy) and the heroine, 
Jade (Katherine Hepburn), and that 
of Ling Tan and his wife, who 
clearly portray the Oriental rela- 
tions between man and wife. The 
family life, and the relations be- 
tween the various members are 
Interestingly and well done and so 
absorbed do we become that we 
feel their joys and tragedies per- 
sonally. 

The photography helps to make 
this a convincing vehicle, while 
the dialogue, although slightly 
stilted at times, is Interesting and 
often subtle. Some may find it a 
little too long, but Dragon Seed 
should be on everyone's must list.

There Is an Incidental amorous 
sub-plot— rich man, poor girl stuff. 
It features Marilyn Hutton, sister 
of the famed and raucous Barbara, 
and she sings a few quite present- 
able songs.

AT THE MUT 

The MRT's ninetieth major pro- 
duction hit Montreal this weekend, 
and made a thoroughly good im 
pression on most counts. The play 
is "Guest in the House", by Hogar 
Wilde and Dale Eunson, a con- 
siderable Broadway hit of two 
seasons back, and the leading roles 
are well filled by Eileen Clifford, 
Margaret Mitchell, Douglas Peter- 
son, Gay Dorval, and Leslie Crom 
ble, with Miss Mitchell doubling 
as director. 

"Guest in the House" is the story 
of an invalid girl who comes to live 
in the home of her cousin, Imposes 
her illness on the household and 
sets Its members against each other, 
and very nearly brings It to com- 
plete disruption. It is a vivid and 
well-told tale, to which Miss Mit- 
chell has furnished a cast of almost 
uniform excellence, and direction 
which on Saturday night missed 
only the follow-through on the 
play's final punch. 

Miss Mitchell's acting, too, Is 
easily the best of the piece; the re- 
partee she carries on with her 
daughter, and the fine detail of her 
motherliness — and especially the 
tears she fights off as she faces the 
break-up of her home are theatre 
as good as any the local stage has 
seen. Patsy Oggy is pert and sur- 
prisingly deep as her daughter. 
Leslie Cromble is a sturdy pillar 
to the play as Miss Mitchell's 
maiden Aunt Martha. 

Eileen Clifford has by all odds 
the hardest job as the title char- 
acter, and does It very well except 
for an occasional passage of excess 
melodrama. Douglas Peterson seems 
out of tune with the rest of tho play 
in its first act, but this is a matter 
of style rather than ability; his 
work In the later scenes is excel- 
lent. Gay Dorval's Miriam Blake 
Is one of the best contributions of 
the evening. 

In the smaller parts, Rudolf 
Stocckel and Frances Lindsay as 
Mr. and Mrs. Dow, and Reta 
Wheatly (an alumna of the McGlll 
Players' Club) as Miss Rhodes arc 
well beyond complaint. Bill Nelli- 
gan, Harry Goodman, Marjoric 
Whltelaw, Thola Theilhaber, and 
the locally celebrated photographer, 
Carl Mlskln, fill out the cast as it 
definitely should be filled. Quen- 
tin Lawrence's set is attractive and 
neatly executed. There is good the- 
atre at the MRT this week.

AT THE Y.W.-Y.M.H.A. 

"Riverside Drive," written by the 
well-known Jewish dramatist, Leon 
Cobrin, was performed by the 
Little Theatre of the Y.W.-Y.M.H.A. 
under the direction of I. Swerdlove 
on Saturday and Sunday evenings, 
and will be presented again tonight. 

The play deals with the perpetual 
conflict between the assimilated 
American Jews and their old, ortha- 
dox parents, who struggle to keep 
their cultural and religious identity 
In the new world. The scene is the 
home of wealthy Herman Jaffe, 
whose old parents come to America 
from the horrors of the Polish pog- 
roms, to find their son and his 
family comfortably settled in a 
luxurious home on Riverside Drive. 
Their grandchildren immediately 
withdraw from the old folks, who 
wear such odd clothes and behave 



so differently. A conflict develops 
between the Ideas of the "old 
world," personified by old Solomon 
and RIvkc, and the American- 
Jewish world of Herman Jaffe and 
his wlfo. There arc several touch- 
ing scenes In which Solomon and 
Rivke try to bridge the gap between 
themselves and their grandchildren, 
and finally finding the gulf too 
wide, leave the homo of their son 
to struggle by themselves In an 
alien world. 

The script is suitable for a group 
of young actors, and under the 
direction of Mr. Swerdlove they 
give an admirable performance. 
Charles Lewis is perfectly convinc- 
ing in his interpretation of the aged 
Solomon and Pauline Trehub, al- 
though her voice becomes monoto- 
nous at times, competently portrays 
his gentle old wife, completely be- 
wildered in the American environ- 
ment. Mention must also be made 
of Melvin Sloven, who. acting as 
interpreter between tho children 
and their grandparents, provided the 
comic relief. 

The rest of the cast, and notably 
Irwin Browns, who portrayed lllllo 
Teddy, turned In a first class per- 
formance which is well worth 
seeing.

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FOOTBALL SIDF.LIGHTS 

No-one present at Saturday's gome ean truly admit that anything 
but good football was on display. Admittedly. It is difficult to be purely 
objective when the Redmen lose 27-5. McGlll nevertheless put up a very 
noteworthy fight and much credit goes to the Kcrr-coachcd clan for a 
fine showing indeed. Tito Navy had too much Lcvantls, Hurley, San- 
tuccl, and Klrbyson for the Rcdmcn. These veterans of Toronto 
Argonaut and Hamilton Wildcat competition sparkled with very hard 
accurate tackling and some beautiful broken field running. 

The quality of play on both teams was much Improved compared 
to the first game which McOUl lost 16-G. The weather was bcllcr, the 
crowd bigger and more enthusiastic, and the play was wide-open com- 
pared to the slow slithering mud-running of the first encounter. Much 
Improvement was shown In the running and kicking. Coach Kerr re- 
vealed a new set of five trick plays. 

FRASER FARLINGER 

The most notable difference on the field Saturday from the first 
game was the all too apparent methods of the entire Navy squad ol 
smothering Fraser Farlingcr. In the previous tilt Farlingcr broke 
through repeatedly for long gains: Saturday Farlingcr took more pun- 
ishment than any player deserved. Evidently Navy Coach Glen Brown 
and his men had decided that the only way to stop their most dan- 
gerous opponent was to hit him very hard and very often, which they 
did. Each time the rugged, courageous ball carrier was hit one could 
hear the sound of impact all through the stands and then the steady 
succession of heavy thuds as. one after another,- the Navy players would 
toss themselves on top of the heap. 

One of the brighter lights seen from the sidelines on Saturday was 
the reliable Dick Pcnnyfcathcr. Playing the inside position, also a very 
fast man, the McGlll freshman from West Hill broke through the line 
many times to smother Navy plays in their own backficld. Like Norm 
Halford, he was a 220-yard finalist in the Track Meet. On one occasion 
in the third quarter "Guilder" Pcnnyfcathcr showed a terrific burst of 
speed. McGill was parked on the Navy 20 yard line when a McGlll pass 
was intercepted by a Navy backficlder on the sailors' 10 yard strip. The 
sailor ran back up the field, eluding most of the McGill team. Penny- 
father, after taking his man out on the line, got up and chased the Navy 
player 70 yards up the field to bring him down. 

POWER IN LINE 

The McGlll line or Pennyfatlicr, Dixon, Townscnd. Wall and Logan 
malch power evenly with the Navy on the offense. All except Dixon 
arc first year men In Arts, Science and Engineering. Compared to their 
veteran, heavier opponents these newcomers deserve much credit. Johnny 
Dixon was hurl In the flrsl half but returned after the Intermission to 
do his share of the plunging and tackling. When injured, the young In- 
terne retired to the field house where he no doubt examined himself 
and finally declared himself fit to play again. Dixon was outlucked on 
one occasion when be broke through the Navy line to pick up a fumble 
and ran 75 yards for a touchdown, only to have It called back as an 
offside pass. 

Next Saturday promises to be one of the best football days of the 
season. A doublcbcadcr Is scheduled with the Rcdmen facing the Ver- 
dun Grads In the opener and the Navy squad meets the Halifax Navy 
out In the second. If the weather favors the teams as it did on Saturday, 
Molson Stadium should witness an old time 5.000 attendance. The two 
Navy teams are each out for blood, from all reports, as the Quebec squad 
narrowly missed a victory recently in Halifax. 

RAMSEY WINS TITLE 

The recent finals in the men's tennis tournament brought a startling 
upset in the McGill tennis world. The tall blond unassuming Med student 
fought a continual uphill battle all the way. In former years at McGill 
the top seeded players have always come through as expected. The 
Macken boys and Bob Watt were accustomed to have the tourney all 
seeded up even before the first service was delivered.

Rockne, Football Genius, Still Remembered 

Greatest Coach Combined Many Talents

Remember the middle of that 
popular college song, "What though 
the odds be great or small, Old 
Notre Dame will win over all? 
That's what Notre Dame is doing 
this year, for so far the team is 
unbeaten. Her opponents fall by 
adding-machine scores. Once again 
Notre Dame glory is hailed through- 
out America. 

Coaches dream of developing un- 
defeated teams. Few realize those 
hopes. One who did so and climbed 
the rainbow arch of ephemeral suc- 
cess and stayed high was the great 
Norseman— Knutc Rockne. 

This observer by chance witness- 
ed a revival of the moving picture

"Knutc Rockne, All American" and 
was shown why his fame and glory 
have stood immune to the corrosion 
of years and the shifting and pass- 
ing of public acclaim. 

Rocknc's Genius 
What made Rockne Great? What 
made Rock the master coach? 
Nature, at times, lavishes her gifts 
all on one man. Rock had person- 
ality, leadership, salesmanship, hu- 
mour, and that great intangible 
"savvy". 

He inspired all men, he lashed 
his players with sarcasm when nec- 
essary. His genius led him to build 
the greatest teams. He knew every 
weakness of his men, he looked at 
all men with the same calm ap- 
praing eye.*. He demanded from his 
men exactly what he gave— 100% in 
everything he attempted. 

One humorous incident in Rock's 
career occurred when a third string 



quarterback had a sudden question 
thrown at him by the Rock. "Its 
fourth down, we're on the two yard 
line goal to go, the defense comes 
charging at you— a seven man line 
with three backfieldcrs all charging 
at you. What would you do?" shout 
cd Rockne. 

"I'd move up on the bench and 
watch the touchdown," said the kid 
as the squad roared with laughter.

AT THE CAPITOL 
The current double bill offering 
at the Capitol Theatre features a 
tropical Technicolor triviality, 
"Rainbow Island", starring Dorothy 
Lamour and Eddie Bracken, with 
"Henry Aldrich Plays Cupid" as the 
supporting film. This latter is the 
latest of the well-known Aldrich 
Family scries, starring Jimmy Ly- 
don. 

About the .main feature there is 
not u great deal to be said: the 
story is inconsequential, presented 
as a tall talc told bv a sailor at 



sea, and serves only as an excuse 
for the Introduction of Dorothy 
Lamour in a whole new collection 
of sarongs. Here, incidentally, the 
current program of conservation of 
materials is well in evidence. Eddy 
Bracken supplied the hutnerous re- 
lief throughout, and though n.uch 
in evidence, was seldom at his best. 
Many of the tropical settings were 
well done, and the fullest use was 
made of the opportunities offerred 
by colour photography, although 
from the viewpoint of composition 
many of the sequences left a good 
deal to be desired. 

There were n couple of quite 
good musical numbers in the film 
which made up in part for the 
d.-mce sequences which were much 
less convincing than those in most 
of the previous films of this type. 
Nothing need be said about the 
acting except that none was called 
for and none was displayed. 

A good deal better than the main 
feature was the supporting film, in 
wnich the irrepressible Henry Al- 
drich imports three women who 
have advertised through a matri- 
monial agency in an attempt to get 
one of them to marry -his botany 
instructor, with the object of 
mellowing the latter sufficiently to 
make possible the heroes graduation 
from High School. This followed 
closely along the lines of the pre- 
vious films of the scries, and on the 
whole, was quite fair entertain- 
ment. 

The newsreel was outstandingly 
good.

the Union purchasing, each year, 
a painting by a well known Cana- 
dian Artist, and in that way mak- 
ink some contribution of permanent 
value. 

It has also been' recommended 
that we should bring more guest 
speakers in contact with the women 
students, btit I feel that the ma- 
jority of these speakers, who would 
interest us in particular, arc al- 
ready covered by the Peoples Fo- 
rum and Ihc Women's Canadian 
Club, and would require too large 
a financial backing for us to meet. 
Therefore. I believe it would be ol 
more value if the Union's execu- 
tives, the Clubs, and societies no- 
tified the Daily when such speakers 
are coming. 

WAR COUNCIL: I feel the Wo- 
men's Union could be of material 
aid In sponsoring the programs of 
the War Council, such as the Amal- 
gamated Charities Campaign and 
th I.S.S. drives, but, I also feel that 
as a representative of the Women's 
Union I would try to influence the 
council to look more into the future 
in terms of community service dur- 
ing the rehabilitation stages of the 
post war period. Suggestions for 
this will come from the Round 
Table conferences which form a 
substantial part of my prospective 
program. 

WAR SERVICE: The compulsory 
feature of the War Service Program 
in previous years proved to defeat 
the purpose of this organization in 
many aspects. When, however, the 
Senate, at the request of the 
Women's Union, established it on an 
independent basis last spring it led 
lo a more effective program where 
each student is now made to feel 
her own responsibility not only in 
furthering the war effort, but in 



the social readjustments of the post 
war period. The Women's Union 
has been efficient In this admin- 
istration and has made it a definite 
success. It now proves to be a valu- 
able instrument in wartime service, 
as well as an asset to all under- 
graduate students who participate. 
I propose to further these objec- 
tives and to make the War Services 
a vital aspect In the lives of every 
women student on campus. 

I am delighted to say that the 
McGill Dally has shown a keener 
Interest this year in the Women's 
Union by suggesting a Women's 
Editor to write up its special fea- 
tures and tp do its publicity. It's 
cooperation /has been a great im- 
provement over previous years and 
it would be my purpose to further 
these good relations. It is also my 
hope that this years executive 
bring the students and faculty 
closer together and this would only 
be possible if the students feel at 
liberty to bring forth their own 
concrete suggestions before the Wo- 
men's Union Executive. 

In closing I should like to repeat 
my Intentions that if elected to the
